three maath* aa was dona the first year. 
In this way all th* members of th* 
board would be kept in okiae touch with 
the work doo* by tfee executive end 
special committees, and these commit¬ 
tees ooold mors often obtain advice and 
help in their work. 

Ths board has undertaken the support 
of a tfee bed at the hospital, and we 
hope we may 'some time be able to 
extend this work. In order to raise 
baooey for this purpose ae well as to 
oootrlbut9 toward tbs general support 
of the hospital, it was decided to try to 
raise all the funds possible by individual 
effort Instead of by boldtW a fair, as In 
tbe. previous year. Alttrovgb this at. 
tempt was not as successful as It was 
hoped It would be, a goodly sum was 
collected by tbe treasurer. 

The largest amount of active work 
baa fallen on tbe bed and linen and tbe 

c 

bouse visiting committees, and these 
committees under tbe leadership of 
moat efficient chairmen have oarrled on 
their work very successfully. 

The bed and linen committee baa been 
organised the longest time, and through 
this committee the board has sent to tbe 
hospital blankets, wrappers and slipper?, 
and many dozens of sheets, plllow-caee?, 
towels, napkins, etc. This committee 
has been much hamper d in Its woik by 
tbe absence of adequate closet room, 
and It la hoped that, as tbe hospital 
grows, there may be proper provision 
made for storing tbe supplies. 
a Under tbe auspices of tbe bouse visit¬ 
ing committee a • donation day’’ was 
held at tbe hospital last November, and 
many friends testified to tbelr interest In 
ths work. This committee has made 
regular visits to the hospital, and has 
reported to the board maoy accessories 
which were needed. Through the ohslr* 

man. the board baa supplied tbe hospital 
with proper cooking utensils, silver, and 
many other necessary furnishloga. This 
committee has conferred with the trus¬ 
tees In regard to giving assistance In the 
mansgem<#4b of the boepltil, and hopes 
that through the next year It may he 
of mgush assistance lojthls very Important 
branch of the work. Christmas was 
spec! happily by the patients and nurses, 
a ad donations wart reoelved from many 
Mend*." 

The board would like and hopes to be 

able. to co-operate more fully with tbe 
auxiliary guild, feeling that In the con¬ 
centration of energies and In tbe adding 
of their older experience to the younger 
enthusiasm very mneb could be accom¬ 
plished. f * 

The other committees have carried on 
tbelr work, and as tbe hospital grows 
will have more to report.

Committee on Boada and Bowers were 
authorized to enter Into a contract for 
the ootlaotlon ashes sad garbage at a 
prloa of 910,000 par year, from June 1 to 
January 1, 1907. The turn of fT.000 will 
be taken from this year's tax levy to 
pay for the Mont to January 1. Hereto¬ 
fore householders had to pay private 
collectors for the gathering of the waste 
material, which was generally dona In 
as unsatisfactory and oftentimes unsan¬ 
itary manner. Bat In future all cost 
will be borne by ths town. 

••The collection of the ashes and 
garbage will be coder tbe supervision of 
tbe Committee on Bo ads sod Sewers, of 
wbloh Councilman Henry Y. Crawford la 
chairman. Tbe Board of Health will 
not have any part In It, aa In other yean. 
Collection will be made dally in summer 
from the Bloomfield avenue district, 
which includes tbe stores and tbs Moun 
tsioslde Hospital, and three times each 
week in tbe winter. From tbe reel 
denoes throughout tbe town tbe collec¬ 
tor will call three times per week In tbe 
months of June, July, August and Sep¬ 
tember, and the other eight months two 
times each week. Ashes will be taken 
away twice a week from October to 
March, and onoe a week tbe remainder 
of tbe year. 

''All collections will be made from re¬ 
ceptacles in tbe rear of the bosses* No 
garbage or ash cans wilt be allowed on 
tbe streets. Those people who want tbe 
ashman to oarry their ashes from tbe 
oellar can have that service by paying 
twenty-five cents per month in tbe sum 
mer season and fifty oenta during tbe 
eight months of the winter. All gar 
bage must be placed! In reoqptaclee at 
the rear of the bouses. 

"A oootract for the gathering of tbe 
waste material has been awarded to F. 
W. Gibbs, the lowest bidder, who will 
hvve at bis command four or five carts 

v 

and two double wagons. Tbe ashes will 
be used for filling purposes and the gar 
bage will be burled. 

“ Bids were asked from- several con- 
tractors without the formality of ad> 
vertlslng, on acoount of the laok of time 
before the hot season. There was a 
great difference In tbe eumswmked by 
tbe contractors. While tbe prlee at 
which tbe oootract was awarded la not 
stated, three other bids were received 
by tbe committee for 912,000, $15,900 
and 928,200 respectively.”
